In April, 1905. I aaadad two acrea more, 
making the same thoroiigh preparation of the 
seed bed; part of this aeediog was on thin clay 
land aad I got a splaadid ataad with flftaan 
pounds to the acre; but was a little unfor- 
tunate, as the back water from the May rise 
in tha Ohio got orer a portion of it. leaving 
sieh h daposit «f allt that mneh of it was 
ilentroypd. My fimt patch wa^ than almost 
ready to cut, and the backwater spoiled about 
half of It, I. a. tha hay, bat did aot naUrially 
injore tha plants, an I have costinoed to take 
about a thousand pounds of cured hay from 
that patch at each catting, and in same pro- 
portioa off tha two aoraa aaadad ia IMS. 
Haviag 40 yean aad m e r e aiperienee in grass 
seeding of tarions klada, I now iirmly believe 
we hara ooaa apoa tha plant to which at laaat 
90 par oank of Maaon eaaatj coil is adapted, 
and tihat our farmers should not fail to sow an 
acre or two, and become alao convinced that it 
la atesot a eriaa to ooaHiaa to aow tiaMthy. 
Vklak aforyoaa kaowa ia a soil ezhaaiter. 
Biparifflant aad loan how much batter it ia to 
raiaa alfalfa, which ia withia itaalf a complete 
ratim for all Uadi of stoek, aad a Jof f oram 
when it comes to the fruit qeestion. It i^ 
self-fertilizing and ahouM come in aa tha baae 
of a few ar l?a yaar rotatioa.
